A chorus of “ goo goos from ten bright 
faced babies and a prospect of more “ goo 
goos from a whole neighborhood of babies 
upset a $50 fine yesterday and brought tri- 
umph to John Ringlestein, a dairyman at 282 
Lee avenue. 


The fine was remitted by Justice Martin, 


who had imposed it the day before in spite of 
the protests of ten mothers who had ex- 
hibited their infants in court as evidence 
that Ringlestein’s milk was ane baby 
food. 

“ I will not abide by the iki ’* declared 
the dairyman. ‘‘ 1 will instruct my attorney 


to appeal the case. When the appeal is 


heard I will bring fifty mothers and their 
children into court, if necessary, and will se- 


cure certificates from the city chemist to. 


show that the milk es up to the required 
standard in butter in gravity.” 
Justice Martin's Bad Night. 
Justice Martin did not know much about 
‘butter fat or milk gravity, so he went home 
to sleep over the problem. In one of his 
dreams Johnny Walter, the huskiest of the 
ten infants, perched on the justice's chest 
and with his chubby fists played a tattoo on 
the magisterial nose, occasionally varying 
the performance by fastening his finger in 
the sleeper's hair. 

Mr. Martin awoke with a start and as he 
sat up in bed and rubbed his eyes the thought 
/ crept into his mind that perhaps the dairy- 
man was right, after all. Yesterday he came - 
downtown prepared to arrange a truce, 

The justice found, Ringlestein in a mood 
to make terms. The fine was suspended on 
condition that Ringlestéin would pay the 
costs in the case, 4nd this the milk dealer 
agreed to do. 

The arrangement met with the approval of 
the milk man’s customers. Many of them 
had taken samples of milk delivered to them 
by Ringlestein and had secured an analysis. 


The results were satisfactory and the women. 


agreed to stand by Ringlestein through thick 
and thin. They were willing, if necessary, to 
take their babies into court to prove the 
value of the milk solid by the Lee ag 
dalryman.

STEEL, TRUST GIVES 100,000 
MEN 10 PER CENT ADVANCE. 


Voluntarily Increases 


Wages, Thereby Adding $4,000,- 
_ 000 to Its Annual Pay Boll, 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 27.—The largest vol- 


untary increase ever known in the wages of 
100,000 men has been decided upon. by the 
United States‘ steel corporation. The men 
will receive an advance of 10 per cent, which 
will add $4,000,000 to the annual pay roll of 
the corporation: The advance apple to 
union as well as nonunion men. 

This decision has just been reached by the 
executive committee after numerous confer- 
ences with the officials of the underlying 
concerns. ‘The first men to profit by the 
increase were those of the Warnegie steel 
company who were not already working 
under a private scale. The next advance will 
come to the employés of the American steel 
and wire: plants. | 

In the Pittsburg district 30,000 men will be 
entitled to the increase. Chief among them 
will be the blast furnace workers, all day 
men, laborers, and machinista. The wages 

the Edgar Thomson and Homestead steel 
workers and all furnaces operated by the 
Carnegie steel company were advanced with- 
out notice. | 

Workmen working under a private scale 
will be debarred from the advance, as well 
as coal miners, coke workers, rod men, and 
tube workers. It is expected that the inde- 
pendent steel and iron producers of the coun- 
try will grant their day men, laborers, ma-

found. They will always be swift to febuke 
and to punish the flash publisher and the 
„ flash author who are willing, for gain’s 
sake, to lower letters into disrepute. 

The people's literary ideals are maintained 
with stubborn tenacity: ‘They believe in the 
worthiness of literature. They resent a de- 
graded estimate of books. They are not 
long in detecting the unworthy in the world 
of letters, into which they themselves so 
love to stray, and with detection comes pun- 
ishment. The flash advertiser of books 
soon reaches a point where his most cun- 
ning prospectus fails to commend his wares 
to the public.

Let them 
say what they will, there bas never been a 
great book produced for love of the money 
gained thereby. The great books are writ- 
ten by men and women who work for the 
love of the task, not-of the material reward. 
They would have been written if there had 
deen no such reward. The genius which pro- 
duces them is a God given gift, and its exer- 
cise Is as inevitable as the drawing of breath 
to sustain life, 

Neither has a great publisher ever been 
produced under the single, stimulus of a de- 
sire to gain a fortune by publishing. The 


the world’s literary history have been found- 
ed and conducted by men who loved books. 


| A fine ambition has been theirs, They have 


taken pride in the quality of their published 
literature. They have loved the society of 
the lettered, and have themselves adorned 
that society. A refusal to publish an un-

such houses. They are the rightful guard- 
lans of literature. It is the custom of the 
soap and circus school to scoff at the sug- 
gestion of such a thing as a Atera con- 
science.

When a book is made the vending of it is 
purely a business affair. The publisher is 
simply a merchant with such and such wares 
to sell. Nowadays the merchant in any other 
line who hopes to keep in the running ddes 
not overlook the importance of advertising. 
Why’ should the publisher? There are no 

us restrictions. . Any method which 
will profitably increase the sale of soap is to 
be commended if it will profitably increase 
the sale of a book. As authors’ contracts are 
arranged in nine cases out of ten there fs a 
partnership, the author furnishing the book, 
the publisher agreeing to market it, the 
‘profits to be divided. When the author falls 
into the hands of a publisher who does not 
know how to sell books by taking advantage 
of the best methods he finds a poor partner. 
The publisher’s business is simply to sell the 
goods, nothing else. The more books he can 4 
sell on a profitable basta the better for him 
and much the better for his partners the 
author. There is no doubt, in view of the 
record of the last two or three years, that the 
extensive use of advertising will increase the’ 
sale of books, There is no doubt that auth- 
ors will look, increasingly, for business part-.

@ucer. Mr. Roberts himself must believe 
that the form can be changed, for he says 
elsewhere: “ There are natural forces which 
set limite to the combinations of capital and 
labor, but as we modify natural agencies, so 
also cam we modify the effects of economic 
laws by wise and benignant statutes, educa- 
tion, and public sentiment.”’ That is ex- 
actiy what the collectivist maintains. Even 
the law of supply and demand is not a force 
which is beyond the control of the common- 
wealth, although thie author claims that 
the Duginess of production isa game. Each 
enters it on the best possible terms he 
can make, and each one gets out of it as 
much as he possibly can. The law which 
regulates the game is that of ¢dupply and de- 
mand, end in ite operation it does not ask 
whether the laborer has bread in his cup- 
board or not; it does not concern itself 
whether the capitalist is a millionaire or 
mot.” Production may be a game, and a 
risky one, but the law of supply and demand 
is not the law of the Medes and the Persians: 
it yields to the powers of the trust, and so 
would it yfeld to any organization which had 
sufficient power to assert ite right to regulate 
the amount of production with regard to the 
real needs of the people, rather than to the 


I ts true, as the author says, that Indus- 
trial history at every stage reflects the moral 
relations of the age,“ and that the public 
conscience acts upon industrial life and is in 
turn acted upon by it.“ And just at present 
the moral relations are obviously wrong, as 
‘well as the industrial conditions, else there 
would be peace. 

But kt is not true, and Mr. Roberts must 
no when he insists that In the sweat of 
thy face shait thon eat bread’ is the un 
versal experience of man.”
